Public washrooms’ 
subject of report 


Mr, Ken McAmmond, sene 
jor public health inspector, 
at the Sturgeon Health Unit 
is working with a group of 
his colleagues in northern 
Alberta on a report dealing 
with public washrooms in 
shopping malls and retail 
outlets, When completed the 
report will go to the secre- 
tary of the Provincial Board 
of Health and then to the 
director of Health Inspec- 


tiou Services, for study and 
review before it is presen- 
ted to a Legislative Come 
mittee, 

To date in Alberta health 
inspectors have been able to 
try and persuade developers 
to install public washrooms 
in'shopping outlets, but have 
had no authority to enforce 
their recommendations. The 
persuasion method did not 
result in any action being 
taken (although public washe 
rooms were recommended) 
when the new Grandin Mall 
was being planned, The same 
situation applies to others in 
Sherwood Park and Edmone 
ton, 

The health inspectors 
committee has done consid- 
erable research into legise 
lation governing the situa- 
tion in other parts of 
Canada, some by provincial 
and some by municipal leg- 
islation and bylaws, Public 
washroom facilities are re= 
quired on the basis of so 
much washroom space per 
square foot of a shopping 
complex in some places, 
and according to so many 
square feet of parking in 
others, Still another regule 
ation requires 30 square 
feet of washroom-lavora- 
tory space for every 300 
customers which can be 
accommodated, 

Mr, McAmmond said this 
week that his commitee’s 
report is expected to be 
completed in the near future,

Threat Of Bang’s 
Disease Abortions 


The number of abortions 
from Bang’s disease in Al- 
berta cattle is higher than 
it has been since 1962, 

Dr. W, P. Brisbane, in 
charge of communicable di- 
sease control with the Al- 
berta Veterinary Services 
Division, reports that abor- 
tions from this disease (also 
known as brucellosis and 
contagious abortion) have 
been confirmed by provine 
cial veterinary diagnostic 
laboratories in six herds, 
scattered throughout the 
province, 

In view of this situation 
he strongly advises Alberta 
cattlemen to prevent the dis- 
ease from gaining any more 
ground by having blood tests 
done on all cows and heif- 
ers before they are brought 
into a breeding herd. If this 
is not practical, he recome 
mends isolating them until 
they have been blood tested 


and the results shown to be 
negative, He also suggests 
that anyone who has an abore 
tion in his herd should send 
the fetus and the placenta 
(afterbirth) to his nearest 
laboratory to find out the 
cause, 

Initiated in 1950, the fee 
deral-provincial brucello- 
sis control program requir- 
ed that all heifer calves 
across Canada be vaccina- 
ted, The federal govern- 
ment supplied the vaccine 
to the provinces, In Alberta 
blood testing was carried 
out at all sales and react- 
ors were branded and sold 
for slaughter, 

In 1957 the Health of Ani- 
mals Branch of the federal 
Department of Agriculture 
introduced a _ nation-wide

Calf Scours 


By Wally Klatt,

Lately I've talked to quite 
a few cow-calf producers 
about calf scours, I sugges- 
ted the best thing to do when 
a calf is real sick is to con- 
tact a veterinarian, He 
should also be able to assist 
you on aprevention program 

To help minimize scours 
on your farm the following 
(as offered by Vets) are off- 
ered: 

1, Use adequate and good 
quality feed for cows include 
ing proteins, vitamins, mine 
erals, salt, water, etc. It’s 
important that the cow has 
adequate amounts of Vitamin 
A, D and E, This is before 
and after calving, 

2. Use clean, dry, une 
crowded calving grounds, 
away from the buildings and 


in a protected area, Use 
plenty of dry bedding, 
3, Ensure the cow has 


milk and the calf can get 
it. The calf should be feed- 
ing as soon after birth as 
possible, 

4. Check your cows and 
calves frequently, 

5. Separate the cows and 
heifers at calving time, 

Apparently no single trea 


tment can cure calf scours 
or diarrhea, The bést treat 
ment combines good man- 


agement, earlydetection and 
early treatment with anoral 
antibiotic to which bacteria 
are sensitive, Virus, if ine 
volved, do not respond to 
anti-biotics but must be 
fought off by the calf itself, 
A. vaccine is being develope 
ed in the U.S.A to protect 
against one of the viruses 
causing scours, It has not, 
as yet, been released for 
use, 

With good management, 
ensure the calving pens and 
grounds are _ thoroughly 
cleaned each year, Disine 
fect the premises and use 
lime, Expose the areas to 
the summer sun, This will 
reduce the bacteria and vire 
us, 

If the calf is real sick 
and dehydrated then it should 
be treated by a vet. One of 
the anti-biotics to use is 
Nitrofuron, Additional 
things one can do is to give 
the calf capsules containing 
units of Vitamin A, 

In any case make sure 
calves get colostrum (first 
milk) within two hours afe 
ter birth,

was 500,000, By 1972 the 
number had dropped to 
30,000, 

Dr, Brisbane points out 
that as a disease nears erae 
dication, it is often the pro- 
gram rather than the disease 
that is actually eradicated, 
It is very important, he says 
to make sure that this does 
not happen with Bang's dis- 
ease,

All about Alberta’s 


Farm Loan Program 


The $50,000 guaranteed 
loan program, announced 
recently by Alberta’s Mini- 
ster of Agriculture, the Hon, 
Hugh Horner, is part of the 
government's policy of 
maintaining and developing 
viable farming operations 
in this province, 

Gauranteed by the Alberta 
Agricultural Development 
Corporation, the program is 
designed to make funds reae 
dily available to farmers 
through commercial lending 
institutions in their local 
area, Loans which are ob= 
tained directly from the core 
poration require more time 
because of the necessary 
investigations into the feae 
sibility of the proposed pro- 
ject and the required evalua- 
tion and appraisal of the 
potential borrower's assets, 

The corporation has al- 
ready signed guarantee 
agreements with all chare 
tered banks and provincial 
treasury branches, Other 
lending agencies may be ine 
volved in the program inthe 
future, 

The loans are available to 
individuals residing in Al- 
berta who are operating or 
intend to operate a farm in 
this province to produce 
agricultural products, Parte 
nerships and family farm 
corporations in Alberta are 
also eligible for these loans, 

The loans may be used to 
buy land, livestock, farm 
equipment and farm mache 
inery, as well as for opera- 
ting capital and to make 
improvements to the farm, 
Improvements could involve 
constructing or repairing 
buildings, fencing, drainage 
projects, land-clearing and 
anything else designed to 


increase the productive vale 
ue of the property. 

The interest rate on the 
loans will be 1 per cent 
above prime, Repayment 
may be spread over a period 
of up to 10 years, depend- 
ing upon the purpose for 
which the money was borr- 
owed, Loans used to buy 
farm machinery will be re- 
stricted to five years, Proe 
vision has been made for 
repayment of principal to 
be deferred for a period 
of up to two years on loans 
used to buy breeding stock, 

Borrowers will be asse 
essed an application fee of 
one percent of the amount of 


_ the loan which will be used 


by the agricultural develope 
ment corporation to cover 
supervisory services, 

Applications for these 
loans should be made to any 
chartered bank or provincial 
treasury branch, Additional 
information may be obtained 
from district agriculturists 
or the Agricultural Devel- 
opment Corporation in Ede

Dealing with 
feedlot bloat 


The following are sugges- 
tions from personnel of the 
Agricultural Research Sta- 
tion, Lethbridge, Alberta, 
This is not necessarily a 
complete list, but it may 
provide you with a few tips 
particularly if you are hav- 
ing a problem with bloat, 

1, B= sure that you are 
feeding a mineral mix, If 
you are feeding alfalfa, ad- 
just the calcium to phos- 
phorus ratio of the mineral 
mix to about 1 to 1, If you 
are using straw, this ratio 
should be about 2 to 1, 

2. If the grain you are 
using is too dry (that is, 
less than 12% moisture), 6 
to 10 gallons of water should 
be added to every ton of 
feed to be hammered for 
instance, and left to sit from 
1 to 3 hours (and no longer 
than this) before hammere 
ing, Excessive fineness can 
be a contributing factor to 
bloat, so be certain that you 
aren’t getting a great deal 
of powdery material after 
hammering. 

3. If bloat is persisting 
you may want to try 1 lb, 
of Tide or other detergent 
per ton of feed, or it can be 
sprinkled on grain as you 
feed it, 


4. Salt should be provided 
in a loose form, both by ite 
self and incorporated into 
a mineral mix, If the salt 
tends to cake, use 2 Ibs of 
cooking-type oil per 100 Ibs 
of salt. You may have to 
vary the amount of oil de- 
pending on whether or not 
salt continues to cake after 
this treatment, 

5. If you are feeding only 
once per day, try feedingthe 
same amount but spread it 
over two to three feedings 
per day. 

6. Hay such as alfalfacan 
be placed in feeders first 
and straw placed on top of 
this, so that animals have to 
work their way down through 
the straw to the hay. 

7, There must be ade- 
quate feeder space for all 
animals, Otherwise, bossy 
cattle will shoulder their 
way to feeders and thus pre- 
vent others from eating. The 
bossy cattle may be the 
bloating cattle. 

8. The subject is very 
controversial but some feee 
ders feel strongly that vac- 
cination against Clostridium 
perfringens at 90 day inter- 
vals is useful in controlling 
bloat, The basis for this, 
if there is any, is unknown 
but you may want to try it. 


Farmers Urged To 
Study Opportunities 


Alberta farmers may be 
overlooking important mare 
ket opportunities for spe- 
cial crops, according to 
Dave Durksen, export mare 
keting officer with the Ale 
berta Department of Agrie 
culture, Price advances of 
major grains have received 
considerable attention,. but 
those of mustard and bucke 
wheat have been among the 
most spectacular. Some 
contracting companies are 
offering six cents per pound 
for brown and Oriental muse 
tard, over eight cents per 
pound for yellow mustard, 
and $2.40 to $2.50 per bush- 
el for buckwheat, all double 
the prevailing prices of two 
years ago, According to Mr, 
Durksen, these cash crops 
provide southern Alberta 
farmers with an opportunity 
to increase the total return 
and profit from the whole 
farm operation, particularly 
in those areas where special 
crops can be used as asum- 
merfallow alternative, He 


adds that cash crops are not 
subject to Canadian Wheat 
Board quotas, and farmers 
can guarantee themselves a 
full price for crops by signe 
ing production contracts, 
Finally, he warns that alack 
of special crop production 
in 1973 would jeopardize 
export markets previously 
established by Canada,
